Keplying to certain questions pro- 


pounded by the New York World re- 
garding the Bherman law and the extra 
session of congress, Senator Coke of 
T«xaH writes as follows: 
" I do not believe that a simple repeal 


of the Sherman law will give relief. If 
we can get free and unlimited coinage 
of silver I believe the financial ques- 
tion will be settled permanently, and 
in my judgment it never will be until 
that result is reached. I fear this is 
not practicable, but as the uncondi- 
tional repeal of the Sherman bill would 
be equivalent to a total demonetization 
of silver sure to follow, in my opinion, 
and being unalterably opposed to this 
result, I can see no relief in dealing 
with It unless it is replaced by some 
act which shall fully and unequivocally 
recognize the determination of the 
country to adhere to a bimetallic cur- 
rency. 


"•The Sherman act repealed, the 


Bland act, under which not less than 
2,000,000 or more than 4,000,000 stand 
ard sliver dollars were coined monthly 
should be revived 
" To repeal the Bherman act without 


enacting something at least as good as 
the Bland act could leave no other con- 
clusion but that the country had de^ 
liberately abandoned the promises ot 
the Democratic platform and deter 
mined to place itself upon the single 
gold standard. To avoid any danger o: 
this, 1 cannot support any act repealing 
the Sherman act which does not em 
body the substitute referred to, so tha' 
when the Sherman bill goes out of 
elfeot, the substitute shall take effec 
at once 
" To sum up, I believe that as soon as 


the two houses of congress are organ 
ized they should go to work to redeem 
the promises of the platform with re 
spect to the establishment of a metallic 
currency, expressing my opinion on 
the subject to be that the free coinag' 
of silver on the same plan with golc 
would be the proper mode of doiag 
this, feeling satisfied that an ac 
for this purpose could be buttressec 
and guarded so as to produce aiic 
maintain parity between gold and sil 
ver coin and at the same time to gc 
vigorously to work on a tariff bil 
which shall redeem in good faith the 
pledges of the Democratic party to the 
country in the vital matter of reduction 
of taxation." 


INDIAN SOL.Oir.ItS A KAILUKE.

secretary of war under President Har 
siaou, conceived the idea of utilizing

teen companies of red men were organ 
ized. Kecruiting agencies were estab 
lished near the principal agencies anc 
the young bucks encouraged to enlist 
The Vermonter was elated. He hac 
solved the Indian problem by getting 
the warriors into Uncle Sam's service 
thus precluding the possibility o 
Indian wars unless the old men and 
squaws took up arms against the set 
tiers. The young Indians seemed tc 
enjoy the novelty of army life. They 
liked gun,s and horses; the governmen 
furnished them with both and the; 
were happy. They soon became disuat 
isfled, however and on several oeca 
sions, when indulging in pay-day fes 
livities and under the influence of flre 
water, were move feared by the white 
than when they were on the warpath in 
their native haunts. They deserted in 
squads and some of those who coul 
not escape in that way paid as much a 
$150 for their liberty. 


Secretary Elkins,

Proctor in the war department, kne' 
more about Indian character than hi 
predecessor and discouraged the organ 
izatioii of Indian companies. He saw 
that the experiment was not going t 
be successful, that the Indian was 
failure as a soldier. Now his successor 
Secretary Lament, finds that the re 
man ia worse than useless and as 
takes two companies of white troops t 
guard one company of red ones, h 
ordered three companies of the latter 
or rather the few left in those compa 
nies, mustered out of the service.

IMPROVE THE I>RA1NAOE. 


An Enterprise That Farmers and JProp- 


erty Holders Generally Should Aid. 
For several years the proposition of 


removing obstructions from the river 
channel a short distance below the 
O'Connor ranch,_has been discussed 
and on several occasions feeble efforts 
made to accomplish something in that 
direction, bat thus far the matter has 
ended, like the storms of modern wea- 
ther prophets, chiefly in wind. 


It seems to be a recognized fact that 


the wider and deeper the channel of 
the river at the mouth of the canyon, a 
short distance below the O'Connor 
ranch, would prevent destructive over- 
flows on the Truckee Meadows and at 
the same time effectually drain and 
bring into cultivation a very large area 
of fertile lands which at the present 
time are practically worthless. 


The cost of the work has been var- 


iously estimated at from $2,500 to $25,- 
000. 
A 
competent engineer 
who 


recently visited the locality is of the 
opinion that $5,000 would be sufficient 
;o accomplish the desired result. 


Dull as times are it ought not to be a 


difficult matter to raise that amount of 
money, especially in view of the im- 
mensely beneficial results the whole 
community would derive from the ex- 
penditure. Thousands of acres of the 
very best land in the valley, the greater 
part of which is now given up to salt 
grass and tule, would at once be placed 
under successful cultivation and would 
add immensely to the taxable wealth 
of the county. Farmers on the Mead- 
ows spend a large sum of money every 
year to get rid of waste water, largely 
the result of insufficient river drainage. 
It will require concert of action to ac- 
complish the work. All should be 
willing to contribute to the fund in 
proportion to the benefit they may 
reasonably hope to derive from it. 
While the owners of the overflowed 
land would derive the immediate and 
perhaps greatest benefit, at the same 
time every property holder in the town 
would be indirectly benefited by the 
work. If a committee of farmers most 
interested would take hold of the mat- 
ter in earnest, there is hardly a doubt 
but that the business men and prop- 
erty owners of Beno would contribute 
one-half the amount required to open 
the river channel in good shape. Will 
some one undertake the task ?

STRAIGHT AMERICAN TAtK. 


A Farmer's Argument for Free Coinage. 


Following is an extract from a letter 


from Lewis Baguet, a South Dakota 
farmer, to a friend at his old home. It 
is good, sound American talk: 


The United States is a great country. 


It embraces all climates. It can pro- 
duce anything that is produced any- 
where on the earth's surface. 
In the 


arts and sciences, in the manufactures, 
minerals, gold, silver, iron, copper, lead, 
zinc, in fact everything, it leads the 
world. In education, in general intel- 
ligence of the people, in. enterprise, am- 
bition, power and patriotism, in all that 
exalts a nation, it is in the lead. By 
the inexorable law of the " survival of 
the fittest" it ought to be the dictator 
of the world—the dictator of all poli- 
cies that relate to the material welfare 
of mankind. Let the United States in 
the exercise of their various suprema- 
cies declare for the free coinage of gold 
and silver. 
Let the United States 


plant upon each coin the American 
eagle. Let the gold dollar and the 
silver dollar shake hands in fellowship. 
No aristocracy of the one or the other, 
but walking arm in arm. But then the 
objection intervenes, how will you get 
the exports of other countries ? Why, 
we wont get them at all, unless they are 
willing to admit the almightyness of 
the American dollar, whether gold or 
silver. And this takes me back to the 
premises laid down: The United States 
can live, prosper and advance in great- 
ness independent of all nations. 
It 


can keep house by itself, dress in pur- 
ple and linen and fare sumptuously 
every day. I do not believe in shading 
the financial policy of this country to 
suit the crumbling thrones of Europe. 
But I do believe in giving every indus- 
try and enterprise of the United States 
the fullest and broadest liberty to ex- 
pand itself. 
I believe silver should 


have " equal rights for all, special priv- 
ileges for none." Blaine once declared 
within my hearing that 'gold and silver 
were God Almighty's money.' I do 
not believe this in the literal sense, but 
I do believe it in the sense it was ut- 
tered. The chief end of government 
should be the peace, happiness and 
welfare of the masses—not the classes. 
The masses demand free silver—the 
classes demand a gold standard. Who 
shall rule in a government' by the peo- 
ple for the people.'"

Those who have nominated in stakes must 
name to the Secretary in writing whinh they 
will start the day before the race at 6 j'. M. 


Horses entered in purses can only be drawn 
by consent of the judges. 


In rnukini? entries for purse rares. *hr> 
name, age and sex of the horse, and the 
weight und colors of the rider must be given. 
After a horse has run on<-e at the meeting, 
the name of the horse, with the weight to be 
carried at the race is sufficient. 


In purses and stakes, three horses of differ- 
ent interests to enter and start or the race 
may be declared off bj tlie executive com- 
mittee. 


In all free for ull running racea, except 
handicaps, and where other stipulated con- 
ditions do not conilict with tills rule, all 
horses that have not won before September 
1st, will be allowed ten pounds, and all horses 
that have won prior to September Istghull 
carry five pounds over scale weight. 


Ten per cent, entrance to all races unions 
the conditions otherwise stipulate, and must 
be paid prior to weifrhiiiar the jockey out. 


Where there is more than ono entry by ono 
person, or in one interest, the particular 
norse they are to start must be named by (i 


. M. of the day preceding the rare. 
No added money paid for a w alk-ovcr, - 
Entries to all Trotting and Pacing races 
close September 1st with the Secretary. 


All Trotting and Pacing: purses divided at 
the rate of 00, 30 and 10 per cent. 


All Trotting and Pacing races ar« the best 
three in five, unless otherwise specified; five 
or mare to enter and three or more to start, 
but the Board reserves the right to hold a 
less number than five to fill, by the with- 
drawal of a proportionate amount of the 
purse, which shall be divided prorata. 


In all two in three races horses not winning 
one heat in two must go to the stable; and in 
all three in five races horses not winning one 
heat in three must go to the stable. 


The Board reserves the right to trot heats 
of any two classed alternately If necessary to 
finish any day's racing, or to trot a special 
race between neats. 


When less than the required uumber of 
starters appear they may contest for the 
entrance money, to be divided as follows: 
66% to the first and 83Hi to the second. 


In dividing purses no horse shall receive 
more than one money. 


At the discretion of the Board, and without 
notice, the entries of any person may be re- 
fused. 


Every person subscribing to a sweepstake, 
or entering a horse in a running race, under 
these conditions, accepts the decision of the 
3oard of Directors on any question relating 
to a race or racing. 


National Trotting Association rules to 
govern trotting races. Pacific Coast Blood 
iorse Association rules to govern all running 
races where they do not conflict with these 
conditions.
